Crash survivor is 
named local citizen 


Cecelia Cichan, 4 - the lone 
survivor of Northwest Flight 
255 - was declared an “honor¬ 
ary daughter and citizen of the 
city of Romulus for ever more” 
during the Monday night city 
council meeting. 

Cichan, of Tempe, Ariz., is 
currently listed in serious con¬ 
dition at the University of 
Michigan Medical Center in 
Ann Arbor, following the plane 
crash which claimed 156 lives 
Aug. 16. 

Choked with emotion. Mayor 
Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks read 
three resolutions during the 
meeting. 

Banks recalled how “a terri¬ 
ble tragedy occurred moments 
after the plane left the 
runway.” 

Both of Cecilia’s parents and 
older brother died in the crash. 

“A child’s cry was heard 
coming from the downed plane. 
Romulus firefighters and a 
doctor immediately pulled the 
child from underneath the 
arms of her mother. The lone 
survivor was found and rushed 
to the hospital. Cecilia Cichan 
of Tempe, Ariz., is that ‘mira¬ 


cle child,’ ” the resolution 
stated. 

Wreaths now drape the new¬ 
ly cleaned lawn of the crash 
site and the recently reopened 
Middlebelt Road. 

“The site is heartrending,” 
Banks said. “People are visit¬ 
ing the crash site 
and seeing with their own eyes 
what before they only im¬ 
agined.” 

Members of council express¬ 
ed interest in joining forces 
with Wayne County and North¬ 
west to erect a memorial mar¬ 
ker at or near the crash scene. 

Another resolution adopted 
at the meeting sent a message 
of sympathy to the families of 
crash victims. 

“We express our heartfelt 
sympathy to the families of the 
victims. We mourn the tragedy 
that has befallen so many fami¬ 
lies and share in their heart¬ 
ache. Their personal loss goes 
beyond imagination,” the re¬ 
solution said. 

“This tragedy and heartache 
is forever etched in the mem¬ 
ory of citizens of Romulus, 
home of Metro Airport.” 


Romulus firefighters receive praise

Romulus firemen have be¬ 
come the unsung heroes, of 
sorts, in the plane crash of 
Northwest Flight 255. At least 
some members of the depart¬ 
ment think so. 

Several firefighters 
appeared before members of 
the Romulus City Council Mon¬ 
day night, in full uniform, to re¬ 
ceive some of the first recogni¬ 
tion for their efforts. Council 
members adopted a resolution 
commending the firefighters 
and all other local personnel 
who helped heal the wounds of 
tragedy in the event. 

And while several area resi¬ 
dents claim responsibility for 
pulling 4-year-old Cecelia 
Cichan - the only survivor in 
the crash which claimed 156 
lives - three Romulus firefigh¬ 
ters said this week that they de¬ 
serve the recognition. 

“It was a group effort and not 
one individual. Together we 
pulled her out of the wreckage. 


Three fireman were part of a 
group doing a job they were 
trained to do,” said Romulus 
Fire Chief William Greenslait. 
“What training doesn’t pre¬ 
pare you for, experience is the 
teacher.” 

“It was shortly after dusk, 
that Dan first heard moaning 
sounds as he started squirting 
water on the wreckage,” said 
Roy Brindamour, who with co¬ 
workers Dan Kish and John 
Thiede, eventually rescued 
Cecelia. 

“I shut the water down and 
called John over,” said Kish. 
“We looked through the rubble 
and still couldn’t find where the 
moans were coming from.” 

“I went to three of four 
bodies,” said Thiede. “We pul¬ 


led some chairs away. But 
there was still a soft, but pain¬ 
ful, cry. 1 checked to see if one 
lady was breathing. By this 
time, we were frustrated. We 
called Roy down.” 

“A small arm dangled. We 
found a little girl. We unbuck¬ 
led her seat belt and asked for 
scissors to cut off her clothes. I 
performed an initial patient 
survey and saw no visible in¬ 
juries,” said Brindamour. 

Also at the scene lending 
assistancewas Pam Davidson, 
a medical technician from 
Taylor Ambulance and a doc¬ 
tor who was on the scene. Cece¬ 
lia was moved to a stretcher 
and into the ambulance where 
she was transported to Annapo¬ 
lis Hospital in Wayne, Brinda¬ 


mour said. 

The three firefighters visited 
Cecilia last Thursday at the! 
University of Michigan Hospit¬ 
al in Ann Arbor. They de¬ 
scribed the scene as 
“touching” and presented the 
girl with a 2 1/2-foot Smokey 
the Bear doll with a Romulus 
Fire Department patch. 

“God hopes she makes it,” 
Brindamour continued. 

In all, 15 fire departments 
with 200 men responded to the 
scene. The Romulus depart¬ 
ment. with 43 men from each of 
four stations, arrived first. 
They were on the scene within 
four minutes of the plane 
crash. 

Each fire station and nearby 
departments fought the fire 
from different sides of the 
crash scene. While firemen 
from Taylor and Van Buren 
Township extinguished a fire at 
a nearby Avis rent-a-car build¬ 
ing, which was hit by the plane, 
Romulus firefighters* concen¬ 
trated their efforts on extmg-|

uishing more than 200 spot fires 
around the area, Greenslait 
said. 

The scene was unbelieve- 
able, according to Lt. Bill Fra- 
lick of Station 4. 

“You have to remember this 
is a volunteer department. 
They may have been home eat¬ 
ing dinner, cutting grass or 
watching television. When they 
arrived on the scene everybody 
scrambled to find someone to 
help,” he said. 

At 9 p.m., Greenslait called 
for assistance from the 17 com¬ 
munities in the Conference of 
Western Wayne and the 16 com¬ 
munities in the Downriver 
Community Conference. 

“They were coming in from 
everywhere,” he said. 

Despite the huge loss of lives 
for airline passengers, injuries 
for firefighters and other 


ground workers were minimal. 
According to reports, three 
firefighters were hurt, and a 
Romulus man receive minor 
injuries when he slipped on the 
fuselage. 

Propert casualties for the 
fire department were also 
minimal, reports revealed. 
Damaged was reported to a 
fire truck tire, hose and engine 
part. 

Estimated cost of fighting 
the fires for the Romulus de¬ 
partment was near $40,000. In 
addition, Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth said costs for 
the police department were 
totalled at least $75,000.

Expansion, new ideas and 
new programs won't get lost in 
the recent shuffle of the Romu¬ 
lus Community Education 
Program as members of facil¬ 
ity and administration prepare 
lor the upcoming fall semester. 

The reorganization includes 
Adult Education and the Enter¬ 
prise High program which be¬ 
gan last spring. Members of 
the Board of Education 
announced that these two prog¬ 
rams would now fall under the 
umbrella name of Romulus 
Community Education, 
according to program director 
William Murphy. 

Enrollment for both prog¬ 
rams has already increased, 
and curriculum has expanded 
with greater variety, especial¬ 
ly during daytime hours. 

Administration and class¬ 
room space was also rear¬ 
ranged as movers and shakers 
of the program busily packed 
and unpacked earlier this week 
in preparation for their fall 
starting date, first day of 
school. Sept. 14. 

‘More and more, we re 
trying to meet the needs of the 
community. Everyone is ex¬ 
cited about the concept of day 
care." said Murphy noting the 
center would be open for the 


local children of school stu¬ 
dents and employees. 

Enterprise High, a program 
for people who never finished 
high school (they don’t like to 
be called ‘dropouts’), moved 
from Romulus High School on 
Wayne Road to an entire floor 
of the old high school building 
on Olive Street.’* Murphy ex¬ 
plained. 

The old high school, formerly 
South Junior High School, has 
housed the Beacon Day Treat¬ 
ment operation for several 
years. While the building re¬ 
tains secondary education in¬ 
struction on one floor, the 
elementary grades have relo¬ 
cated to Mt. Pleasant School. 

“Many of the Enterprise 
High students had negative 
feelings about their former 
high school building. The prog¬ 
ram is supposed to be as much 
an alternative as possible.** he 
said, noting Romulus is the 
only school district in Wayne 
County with this progressive 
program that teaches students 
hands-on experience and ‘not 
more of the same." 

Named for children who 
years ago wore their house key 
around their neck, a “Latch 
Key Program." will now be 
offered for parents of children 
in grades kindergarten 
through sixth grade. “Rather 
than stay home alone without 
parental supervision before 


and after school, parents have 
the opportunity to drop their 
children off early and pick 
them up later than normal 
school hours. These are just 
more services to the commun¬ 
ity." said Murphy. The prog¬ 
ram is currently offered at 
Haleereek School. For in¬ 
formation call 942-0140. 

“Should the public request 
any other service, we want to 
provide it.

The Community Education 
program is expanding from 500 
st udents last year to almost 600 
expected to attend this year.

Harold Connon. director of 
the Enterprise High program, 
is equally excited and positive 


about the upcoming school 
year.

Under the Federal Job Train¬ 
ing Partnership Act. the prog¬ 
ram received $5,500 for the 
second year in a row. Students 
for Enterprise High will return 
to the old high school building 
on Monday. Sept. 14. 

“We re looking forward to 
doing some new and exciting 
things with the students this 
year. We'd like to hold enroll¬ 
ment at 50 people. This age 
group is a very mobile group 
and they can pick up and go 
wherever they want." said 
Connon. 

He stressed the program will 
emphasize more academics as 
well as expand the present en¬ 
terprise courses of culinary 
arts and building. 

The Enterprise program 
works with kids who were un- 
successful with the regular 
high school curriculum. We 
allow a little more latitude." he 
said. 


McAnally meets Chrysler in non-political forum

You don’t know what will 
happen next. And because an 
activity such as the airport 
makes lots of money, it should 
be responsive to the people,” 
McAnally said.

hotels built and seven on the 
books. 

“Romulus is a unique city 
with acres of undeveloped 
land, two major freeways and 
two major railroads.

We brought in landowners and 
investors. We were futuring, 
but didn’t call it that. Land 
valuation increased last year 
by $90 million. 

“We have turned the airport 
into an asset instead of a liabil¬ 
ity. Yet, we have preserved the 
quality of life and retained a 
small-town atmosphere. That 
monster I told you about also 
brings the golden egg. You 
have to be careful and main¬ 
tain control,” she said.

Crisis center seeks local volunteer counselors

Every hour of every day, 
there is an individual faced 
with a crisis which they find 
impossible to deal with. It 
could be a physical problem, 
such as not having food or shel¬ 
ter. Or it could be the psycholo¬ 
gical truama of dealing with 
the death of a loved one. Trou¬ 
bled individuals become de¬ 
pressed and sometimes, 
suicidal. 

Whatever the case may be. 
for every person in need of 
help, a volunteer is needed to 
lend a helping hand. 

For this reason, the SOS 
Community Crisis Center, lo¬ 
cated at 114 North River Street 
in Ypsilanti, is currently look¬ 
ing for more volunteers to be¬ 
come crisis counselors and 
client advocates to staff its 24- 
hour, walk-in services. 

Established in 1970, the crisis 
center was originally affiliated 
with Eastern University Uni¬ 


versity but it soon moved away 
from the campus to beome an 
independent agency when it be¬ 
came apparent that there was 
a greater need for crisis 
counseling than was originally 
anticipated. 

While the crisis center is lo¬ 
cated in Ypsilanti, it serves all 
of Wayne county. 

Pam Klinger, who is a VIS¬ 
TA Volunteer and Advocate for 
the crisis center (Volunteers in 
Service to America), explained 
the screening process all volun¬ 
teer applicants complete. 

“We put everyone who is in¬ 
terested in volunteering 
through the screening inter¬ 
view and it is set up as a group 
interview. The reason for this 
is because we want to see just 
how the applicants would react 
when encountering certain 
situations. There are no right 
or wrong answers when filling 
out the questionnaires. It’s just 
a way of seeing which areas 
that people may work out best 
in.”

This year, the screening in¬ 
terviews are scheduled to be¬ 
gin on Sept. 16-17, Sept 22-24 and 
Sept. 28-29, but plans for times 
of the interviews are not yet 
complete.

“Probably the most impor¬ 
tant area covered would be the 
empathy skills seminar. It’s so 
important for counselors to 
know how to listen. So many 
people think they are good 
listeners, but then they cross 
the fine line where they start to 
enter their own values into the 
situation. Sometimes all these 
people need is to get out their 
feelings to a person who will be 
non-subjective and not give out 
any opinions.” 

Nichols said substance 
abuse, suicide intervention. 


grieving processes and even 
dealing with depression are all 
covered in the training 
program. 

Sarah-Beth Weaver, training 
coordinator for the crisis cen¬ 
ter, said volunteers should 
meet some basic criteria. 

“People should have an 
openness and an ability to com¬ 
municate. They must also be 
adaptable and have a certain 
amount of maturity to be able 
to deal with all sorts of unique, 
often disturbing situations.” 

Weaver said volunteers must 
be at least 17 years of age and 


that the center often has people 
from various lifestyles. 

“We have people whose 
backgrounds vary from homer 
makers to college students. 
This is beneficial because no 
two situations are alike, just as 
no two volunteers are alike.” 

Nichols pointed out a reason 
that people might consider 
volunteer work for the crisis 
center. 

“It’s a personally gratifying 
job.

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Local men relive frontier days

History is not always learned 
from a book or in a classroom. 
In fact, for several area resi¬ 
dents the best history lessons 
they have ever received were 
gained in recreating the 18th 
century life of the old North¬ 
west Territory. 

The families of Leonard Dar¬ 
nell of Canton Township and 
John Hutcherson of Romulus 
were among the campers who 
set up a meticulously accurate, 
rustic campground last 
'Weekend at the Old French 
Town Days celebration in 
Monroe. 

The annual festival, which 
focuses on the period of time 
during which the first settlers 

arrived on the River Raisin, fe¬ 
atures a history that is similar 


to that of many communities 
• founded along the waterways 
of Wayne County in the 1700s. 

Campers, like the Darnells 
and Hutchersons, slept on 
straw beds, cooked their meals 
in cast iron pots over open fires 
and dressed in authentic cos¬ 
tumes of the pre-Revolutionary 
War era. 

Hutcherson admitted that he 
had never been a history buff 
until he joined the Ottawa Long 
Rifles. However, his interest in 
the weaponry of that era led 
him to research the daily lives 
of the early settlers who used 
the muzzleloaders. 

“We got some real insights 
into how they lived.” Hutch¬ 
erson said. “Members make 
their own costumes - some of 
them really fancy. We make 
almost everything but our 
tent.” 


Hutcherson said one of the 
women in the group of some 26 
families has carded wool, spun 
it into yarn and is now making a 
sweater. 

Darnell, a member of the 
Western Wayne Conservation 
Club, said his first interest in 
the 18th century era came 
when he examined a black pow¬ 
der rifle. He received one as a 
Christmas gift and in the 
spring, while suffering from 
“cabin fever.“ he participated 
in a shooting contest at the 
WWCC. 

“After I won a first-place 
prize. I got teased by friends 
who asked me whether I was 
going to get dressed up (in 18th 
century costume),” Darnell 
said. “Of course, I said I wasn't 
going to. but one year later I 
had a tent and buckskins.” 

Darnell, a Vietnam veteran. 


said the re-creation of the fron¬ 
tier life seems to interest other 
veterans like himself and peo¬ 
ple he would label as indi¬ 
vidualists. Several club mem¬ 
bers spent the last weekend of 
January - the coldest period of 
the winter - at an outdoor 
campout. 

Living the primitive life, he 
said, gives one the satisfcation 
of accomplishment. “It was a 
time when people were inde¬ 
pendent and proud of who they 
were and what they did. They 
made their own clothing, dwell¬ 
ings. tools and guns. Living as 
they lived gives us a sense of 
accomplishment, too. and also 
a feeling of independence.” 

French Town Days featured 
artillery and tactical drill de¬ 
monstrations. wax ball music 
demonstrations and domestic 
crafts of the era as well as his¬ 
torical skits and entertain¬ 
ment.

One local company is emerg¬ 
ing as a leader as a minority 
business in the international 
markets through the Ford 
Motor Co. Corporate Minority 
Development Program.

Economy eases on down stable road 


Federal Reserve Board 
monetary policy seems to be 
following the policy of Paul 
Volcker. It may be some time 
before we see any reflection of 
Alan Greenspan’s future 
policy. 

Greenspan has always 
stated, “If it ain’t broke - don’t 
fix it,” and from his vantage 
point, “it ain’t broke.” 

In the short term, everything 
does look rosy. The economy is 
on the plus side, consumers 
have adequate cash reserves, 
and these reserves are grow¬ 
ing. Banks have more-than- 
adequate reserves, leading to 
little need for discount window 
help. 

Business loan demand is 
down, keeping a cap on interest 
rates. The amount of excess un¬ 
used manufacturing capacity 
will hold inflation in check. 
However, there is a fly in the 
ointment - corporate profits! 

The recently expanded pro¬ 
fits reports may be a one-time 
event, not the result of expand¬ 
ing markets. If profits fail to 
continue to expand, this will be 
negative for the markets. This 
week, some concern about in¬ 
terest rate increases will creep 
into the market, but will have 
little intermediate affect on 
bonds. Gold and silver will get 
a little buying attention. 

For this week, the short-term 
traders will start to reduce

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their holdings as doubts of an 
ever increasing market price 
begins to surface. Selling 
pressure should be gradual and 
not cause serious market dis¬ 
ruption. 

Intermediate-term traders 
continue to have confidence 
that this rally will move higher.

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On the right track 


The public has a right to know. 

Thank you. 

We're sending that "thank you” - on behalf 
of the public - to some political officials who 
have come to value the usefulness of thor¬ 
ough. up-front, fact-filled information. 

Let it be clear, however, that our gratitude 
hardly can be extended to another select 
group of public officials who still have a tough 
lesson to learn in informing the public prop¬ 
erly. 

“The public has a right to know” - especial¬ 
ly in newspaper usage - has become almost a 
cliche for avid readers. But it is not yet a 
phrase without merit, and it is not a phrase 
that we as a newspaper will lose sight of with¬ 
out an aggressive battle. 

The public right to know is an essential one 
in maintaining the basis of freedom and self 
goverment on which this country is based. A 
case in point, a "thank you.” follows.... 

Earlier this week, we set out for the Inkster 
police station to gather data and information 
regarding the shooting death of a local resi¬ 
dent. We were dismayed when greeted at the 
desk by officers who would not cooperate with 
our requests for information and handed us 
only a handwritten, sketchy press release on 
which to base our story. We diligently tried to 
sell our case of trying to obtain all of the facts 
necessary in the shooting to the officers. We 
explained that the public had a right to know 
when the shooting occurred, why. where, how 
and what police officials are doing about it. 

These police officials just didn't buy the 
■public right to know " plea and brushed us off 
without a second glance. 

But Inkster Police Chief James Buckley 
quickly came to our rescue with an apology in 
one hand and fist full of facts about the inci¬ 
dent in the other. To him. we offer our thanks 
and congratulations for having learned this 
important lesson in up-front, public disclo¬ 
sure of information. Maybe Buckley could 
give lessons to a few of his neighbors. 

A second case in point 

Several weeks ago we asked Wayne Mayor 
Patrick Norton and city administrators for a 
total dollar amount figure on how much 
Wayne taxpayers had spent defending two 
lawsuits between the city and a former adult 
bookstore in Wayne. None of the people we 
asked would produce an answer, with Norton 
saying the information had not yet been calcu¬ 
lated for public release. 

However, even when we called days later, 
the information - information we felt was in¬ 
valuable for the local taxpayers’ right to know 
- still was not available for publication. 

We finally did obtain the information - the 
city has spent more than $60,000 in the suit - 
but only after one Wayne resident and candi¬ 
date for public office filed a Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act request demanding the data. 
The FOIA. incidentally, is a state law that 
mandates that all records created and kept b\ 


public agencies in the executive branch of 
government be open to public inspection and 
copying, except those records which fall into 
one of nine exempted categories. 

In addition, we recently asked Norton and 
city administrators for a status report on a 
minority hiring policy proposed in February 
and a proposed cat ordinance for the city first 
mentioned in May. We felt the citizens in the 
city of Wayne had a right to know' whether the 
city hiring policies were being revamped and 
whether or not new local regulations would be 
tagged onto the household cats so many resi¬ 
dents call. 

We’re still awaiting a report, although we’re 
not holding our breath. 

The public right to know is an essential one. 
indeed, and is one worth fighting for ardently 
- in Inkster. Wayne. Westland. Canton. Belle¬ 
ville. Romulus and throughout this land. 
Although we mar y times chuckle at what are 
sometimes outrageous displays of healed con¬ 
frontations by the Canton Township Board of 
Trustees, we give thanks for a public body 
that so openly discusses and debates all mat¬ 
ters of general concern. 

We. likewise, give thanks to the Romulus 
city officials who so cherish the public right to 
know that they spend thousands of dollars 
each year publishing complete chronologies 
of all council meetings so that no aspect of 
these public meetings goes unnoticed. 

And the list of thanks could go on and on to 
prove that some public officials have learned 
that the public does have a right to informa¬ 
tion and will stop nothing short of war to see 
that this information is disseminated in an 
expedient fashion. 

Our point? Our moral? 

The public right to know is not something 
we continually write about, fight about and 
wage costly legal battles to protect because 
we as a newspaper carry huge vendettas 
against politicians and the way government 
business is managed. The public right to know 
is not even a right that is ours as a newspaper. 

The public right to know is your right, and 
it's a right you as a citizen must consistently 
preserve and protect. When you have ques¬ 
tions regarding city and school government, 
we urge you to ask them and utilize your right 
to know. 

When you feel a cover-up in city govern¬ 
ment is brewing, we urge you to voice that 
concern to your local lawmakers, your news¬ 
paper and your neighbors. In the end. the in¬ 
formed citizens will be the victors. 

We ll keep fighting on behalf of the public 
for this right to know. We will never back 
down in our struggle to report and gather all 
of the facts and information needed to present 
clear-cut. unbiased and fact-filled accounts of 
every news story. 

And when we face a a roadblock along our 
path of informing you. we feel you. the public. 
have a right to /mowthat information, as well. 
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Resident blasts 
Wayne police 

To the editor: 

This letter is regarding a dear 
friend of my family, Mike Pitch¬ 
er. He was known and loved by 
many people. He was buried on 
Aug. 8,1987. Mike had been shot 
in the head on July 26. 1987, 
while driving his jeep on Michi¬ 
gan Avenue in the city of 
Wayne. The shooting caused the 
vehicle to go out of control and 
crash into the side of a building. 
Mike never regained conscious¬ 
ness and died on Aug. 5, 1987. 

The Wayne Police Depart¬ 
ment chose not to release a 
statement regarding the above 


until Aug. 11, 1987. At that time 
they chose to slant the informa¬ 
tion released and emphasize a 
drunk driving accident. Almost 
as an afterthought it was added 
that he had also been shot. Mike 
and his passenger had been 
drinking, unfortunate, but true. 
The Wayne Police claimed asto¬ 
nishment that the autopsy on 
Mike revealed he had been shot. 
They claimed they had only 
gained this knowledge after 
Aug. 5th. 

Doesn’t it amaze anyone that 
the friends and family knew of 
the shooting almost immediate¬ 
ly? That the doctor has been 
quoted as saying that he in¬ 
formed the police of this fact a* 


the same time as the family? 
That the Wayne Police had the 
passenger in Mike’s jeep into 
the station for questioning re¬ 
garding the shooting a week BE¬ 
FORE Mike’s death? Yet the 
police department still claims 
ignorance. Mr. Ray LeCornu 
was quoted as saying that the 
investigation would have been 
handled differently if they had 
known of the shooting. I find this 
statement amazing. 

Rehashing the details of this 
tragedy is very painful; howev¬ 
er, we would like to think that 
the Wayne Police Department 
is interested in more than just 
protecting themselves and the 
city of Wayne. I hope they are 
doing everything possible to 
capture the animal responsible 
for the murder of our friend.

It occurred to me the other day that a great 
deal has been written about the "search for 
excellence.” I have never seen anywhere, 
however, a book containing instructions in 
the fine art of forcing others to seek perfec¬ 
tion. 

It would seem that in the matter of motivat¬ 
ing and managing people, the best you can do 
is attempt to communicate the reasons a 
quest for zero default should have some 
meaning in their lives. 

It has always been difficult to demonstrate 
the patience for explaining the "why” of any¬ 
thing when the absolute necessity for action is 
so obvious and blatant to me, whatever the 
situation may be. 

If the grass needs cutting at the office and 
no one is doing it, it seems obvious to me that 
someone, if not an entire legion, would step 
forward and say, "What happened to that guy 
who was cutting the lawn, and isn’t it time that 
it be done again?” 

Bad example, you might suggest, and 
furthermore it might be considered improper 
to raise such a question. An, besides, the next 
thing you know, someone might make it your 
job to cut the grass. 

I guess that would apply as well to a long list 
of obvious matters that don’t get attended to 
primarily because no one bothers to mention 
them to someone who can and will do some¬ 
thing about it. 

"Someone, forgot to order copy paper.” 
"The light is out in the ladies’ room.” "Some¬ 
one forgot to turn the lights out last night and 
so they were left on all night.” "Ohthat’sbeen 
broken a long time, I don’t know how it hap¬ 
pened. I’ve had to work two hours longer ev¬ 
ery day because it is broken. I didn’t mention 
it to anyone because it’s not my responsi¬ 
bility.” 

"Would it be unreasonable,” I might then 
ask, "to expect that those matters that are an 
individual’s clear and announced responsibil¬ 
ity, be attended to in a timely and accurate 
fashion?” This, too, seems to be an unrealis¬ 


tic goal and expectation. 

It sound as though I am picking on my office 
buddies, but, I am sorry to say, such mental 
lethargy extends to home, social and service 
groups, neighborhood, and other endeavors. 

It must be that I am getting older and more 
crotchety than! have previously realized. For 
it seems of late that I have less and less toler¬ 
ance for those who strive for mediocrity... 
and achieve it. 

To me the quest for newfound knowledge, 
new experiences, and adventures is as natu¬ 
ral to one’s existence as inhaling and exhal¬ 
ing. It is my conviction that when we stop 
growing mentally, we begin to shrink. There 
isn’t anything in between. 

What I believe should motivate one to ask 
questions is a desire to learn in order to prog¬ 
ress within a given environment or in order to 
prepare for survival in a more stringent en¬ 
vironment at a time in the future. 

If someone is a clerk in a store, it is best to 
learn everything possible so that perhaps 
when the oportunity presents itself or man- • 
agement or ownership, they will stand a 
chance of surviving.

In a democracy, all indi¬ 
viduals must have full and un¬ 
impeded access to government 
proceedings, including meet¬ 
ings, conferences and hearings 
where important policies are 
discussed and sometimes deter¬ 
mined. Our state government 
has taken steps to assure full 
handicapper access to these 
public proceedings, and the 
Legislature has passed laws 
r~ that expand the scope of ser¬ 
vices and activities available to 
the handicapped residents <>! 
i our state.

Often, persons with physical 
handicaps or disabilities are 
prevented from full participa¬ 
tion in public activities because 
the buildings or rooms used for 
the proceedings are not accessi- 
J ble to them. Persons using 

j wheelchairs or other orthopedic 

j aids might encounter impass¬ 

able stairs or narrow doors and 
hallways. A lack of sign lan- 
j guage interpreters or electronic 

amplification devices can limit 
! the participation of hearing im- 

! paired individuals. Blind or vi¬ 

sion impaired people lack full 
j access to government proceed- 

J ings if Braille or taped mate- 

j rials are not available. 

In order to ensure that all 
j Michigan residents can partici- 

| pate fully in the governmental 

| process, a new Handicapper 

Accessibility Policy has been 
issued to ali state department 
and agencies. Under the policy, 
all public activities sponsored 
! primarily by state government 

! must be accessible to everyone. 

| including the visually or hear- 

j ing impaired and physically 

i 



handicapped. These activities 
include, but are not limited to. 
meetings, training sessions, 
workshops, conferences, de¬ 
partmental functions and public 
or judicial hearings. 

The Handicapper Accessibil¬ 
ity Policy requires state depart¬ 
ments and agencies to conduct 
public business in facilities that 
are barrier-free, with handicap¬ 
ped-accessible restrooms and 
drinking fountains. In addition, 
the policy includes communica¬ 
tion accessibility, covering sign 
language interpreters, telecom¬ 
munication devices and taped 
or Brailled materials. Under the 
new policy, the state depart¬ 
ment or agency sponsoring the 
public activity must inform in¬ 
terested participants of the 
method they would follow to re¬ 
quest these services. 

The new state policy is in line 
with recent legislative action, 
new state laws allow handicap¬ 
ped condominium owners to 
make necessary modifications 
to their units and permit 
academic credit for high school 
students who acquire sign lan¬ 
guage skills. The increased par¬ 
ticipation of physically hand¬ 
icapped individuals made possi¬ 
ble by the Handicapper Accessi¬ 
bility Policy should result in 
further legislative action of this 
type. 


Yes, you can teach 
an old dog new tricks 


Dog training is for everyone, 
old or young, male or female. 
it‘s fun and cost less than an 
hour of aerobic exercise. Both 
the person and dog benefit by 
the walking done in class, and 
the relationship building be¬ 
tween the owner and dog is 
priceless. 

Recently a 75-year-old 
woman brought in a dog for eva¬ 
luation. She had seen the dog 
running loose and opened her 
car door to “save” it. The dog is 
at least V/> years old, and from 
the way it behaved, it was used 
'to running free. 

First, the woman was con¬ 
cerned about whether the dog 
could be trained at all. let alone 
trained not to run away. 
Whether the dog was outside to 
do his duty or in her car, once he 
spotted an open gate or open 
house or car door, off he ran. 

Since January, when she first 
found the dog, it has run away 
twice. In that time she has taken 
the dog to the vet for a checkup 
and also had it neutered. Still, 
when given the opportunity, it 
would run away. The animal 
control officer would call the 
woman, and she would bail out 
her dog once again. 

Could this dog be trained? 
Yes, it can be trained! What 
lifestyle or home environment 
the dog left in the first place puts 
a small burden on us because 
once a dog tastes freedom, it

takes more patience on the new 
owner’s part to break that habit. 
But it can be done. The require¬ 
ment is that this dog must go 
through both on-leash and off- 
leash obedience training. The 
dog must learn respect for the 
new owner first through proper 
leash control and next through 
the bond which is being created 
between him and his new 
owner. 

Until that time, the woman 
will always have to keep an eye 
on her dog. Whenever she opens 
any door where the dog might 
escape. She’ll need more pati¬ 
ence than someone who doesn’t 
own a traveler-type dog. But, 
like any bad habit, this one can 
be changed.

Woman charges 
sexual assault 

ROMULUS - A 29-year-old Wayne 
woman said she was sexually assaulted 
by two men at a Romulus motel on 
Saturday. Aug. 15. according to Romulus 
police reports. 

Police investigations led to the arrest 
of Trevor Farmer, 20, of Tecumseh. and 
David Maynard, 19. of Britton, on 
charges of first-degree criminal sexual 
assault. The two were arraigned on the 
charges in 34th District Court on Aug. 17. 

A preliminary examination has been 
scheduled for today in 34th District 
Court. Bond was set at $50,000 for both 
men. The suspects were remanded to the 
Wayne County jail. 

The Wayne woman told police officials 
she was walking down Wayne Road 
when she was picked up by the two sus¬ 
pects and driven to a motel in Romulus 
where she was sexually assaulted. Police 
investigated the charges and later 
arrested the two men. 


3 residents charged 
with crash looting 

ROMULUS - Within three hours of the 
crash of Northwest Flight 255 last Sun¬ 
day evening, one Romulus adult and two 
juveniles were arrested by Romulus 
police for the looting of property at the 
scene. 

Gregory Shenton. 19. of Romulus, was 
arrested by local police officials and 
charged with larceny of property worth 
more than $100. He was arraigned on the 
charges before Judge Henry Zaborowski 
and released after posting a $5,000 per¬ 
sonal bond. 

A preliminary examination has been 
scheduled for today in 34th District 
Court.

Committee strongly recommends waste disposal policy 


An update on the solid waste man¬ 
agement needs for the next five 
years recommended that a stronger 
policy is required for the 17 member 
communities of the Conference of 
Western Wayne. 

The committee charged with re¬ 
viewing the Solid Waste Manage¬ 
ment Act (Public Act 641), recom¬ 
mended to the CWW membership 
that a policy “outlining responsibili¬ 
ties of local communities, the county 
and the County Solid Waste Imple¬ 
mentation Committee” be im¬ 
plemented. It suggested that the re¬ 
sponsibilities include establishing a 


criteria for sites, a process for site 
approval and a distribution of costs. 

Through Public Act 641, counties 
are required to update their respec¬ 
tive solid waste management plans 
every five years. The CWW commit¬ 
tee was also charged with reviewing 
the current Wayne County plan and 
making recommendations for revi¬ 
sion. 

The committee named as its goals 
the need to establish incentives to 
industry to accept the recycled 
waste stream and to establish a 
criteria for incinerator site selec¬ 
tion. They also said that incentives 


to local communities for expansion 
and location of new landfill sites 
should be established along with a 
commitment from a sited facility to 
unconditionally accept the garbage 
from that community. 

The study, which will be presented 
to the county, also asked for the mas¬ 
ter plan of each community be re¬ 
viewed prior to siting of proposed 
facilities. It suggested that the type 
of facilities - transfer station, land¬ 
fill, incinerator recycling center - 
be established for each community 
and that a community of 150,000 
population or less should have no 


more than one active facility with¬ 
out the consent of the host com¬ 
munity. 

Importing and exporting of the 
waste stream also needs to be re¬ 
viewed, according to the report. 

Copies of the subcommittee report 
were sent to members of the CWW, 
state and county officials and mem¬ 
bers of the Downriver Community 
Conference. CWW Executive Direc¬ 
tor Ann Bollin asked that comments 
on the report be forwarded to the 
CCW office, 13325 Farmington Road, 
Livonia.

Teller knows 


New buildings, expensive furnishings and quality products 
may attract new customers to a business, but the efficient, 
cheerful person behind the counter is often responsible for the 
continued patronage. 

A million-dollar public relations campaign, for example, 
can be easily sabotoged by surly clerks, indifferent salesper¬ 
sons or cranky counter crews. A robot-like “have a nice day” 
often puts the deep freeze on a customer rather than warming 
their hearts as the greeting was originally intended to do. 

Among the all-too-eommon complaints that customers regis¬ 
ter are: 

• Clerks who gather in groups to gab and giggle, oblivious to 
the customers who stand and wait for service,

three or four times since I’ve 
been here and the menu has in¬ 
creased a lot,” she said. 

Why would anyone want to 
work at a fast food restaurant 
for 18 years? 

“I enjoy working here be¬ 
cause we’re like a family,” she 
said. ”1 enjoy working with the 
young kids because they keep 
me young.

counter in the men’s fragrance 
and accessories department in 
Westland Mall and she said 
that in order to be a good sales 
consultant, there are a few 
qualiti.es a person should pos¬ 
sess. 

“I think that product know¬ 
ledge is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things that a person in 
sales needs to have. When cus¬ 
tomers ask a question about 
something that we have for 
sale, we have an obligation to 
know the answer. An I don't 
know.’ or worse, making up an 
answer just won’t do. If they 
genuinely don’t know the 
answer about a product, they 
should at least take the time to 
ask someone else who may 
know.” 

Gorczyca added that person¬ 
al contact, friendliness and 
patience complete the basis for 
a “good sales consultant”. 


"I know that when I go shop¬ 
ping. nothing annoys me more 
than a grouchy, impatient 
salesperson who seems like he 
or she couldn’t care less about 
my personal needs. That's de¬ 
finitely important. The friend¬ 
lier ones get me to come back 
again." 

Besides waiting on the needs 
of customers. Gorczyca said 
she also has other duties during 
the day. including bookkeep¬ 
ing. stock maintenance, house¬ 
keeping in her department and 
arranging displays when there 
are promotions going on. 

Gorczyca said the public 
often has a negative view of 
sales consultants. 

‘‘I think that salespeople 
sometimes are viewed as ‘pri- 
ma donnas’ by the public be¬ 
cause people think we just 
stand around with plastic 
smiles on our faces. But we do a 


lot of work and we sometimes 
have to take a lot of guff from 
irate customers without argu¬ 
ments." Gorczyca said. 

“I know that customers don’t 
like to be hounded by sales peo¬ 
ple who stand and look over 
their shoulders while they re 
trying to shop. That's one thing 
that Hudson's is trying to get 
away from. We like to tell them 
we re there to help and then 
stand back to let them continue 
their shopping in peace." 

Gorczyca said the advantage 
of working in retail sales is that 
she is able to ” meet all kinds of 
Characters" in her lineof work 

"If you're willing to listen, 
you can hear a lot of neat, per¬ 
sonal stories that people like to 
tell,” said Gorczyca. 

The main drawback Gorc¬ 
zyca said she encounters is 
working the retail hours, which 
can sometimes be difficult for 


people with families. Gorczyca 
and husband. Eugene, are 
Livonia residents. They are the 
parents of six. and grandpa¬ 
rents of six. 

Having been in retail sales 
for 15 years. Gorczyca said she 
has weathered many a hectic 
holiday season and that it can 
be both the most difficult and 
the most enjoyable time of the 
year.

as the second youngest of five 
sisters, four of them in the 
banking substantially influ¬ 
enced her career decision. One 
is a mortgage consultant, one is 
a branch manager and another 
is a first vice-president. “They 
all started as tellers,” she said. 

Collop, 25, grew up in Wayne 
where she and husband Tho¬ 
mas and their three-year-old 
son Tommy have made their 
home. She graduated from 
Nankin Mills High School. 

Collop’s two years experi¬ 
ence as a teller were preceded 
by five years as manager for 
Taco Bell Restaurants, 
another service industry. She 


liked the work but not the 50-to 
60-hour weeks. 

That experience taught her 
accounting which she added to 
her math background, a favo¬ 
rite high school subject. Tellers 
receive three weeks training 
before they are trusted in a 
cage with their own cash 
drawer. 

The most frequent and se¬ 
vere problems encountered by 
young tellers. Collop said, are 
early in their career and early 
in the morning. 

“Whenever you find a mis¬ 
take, it seems to occur in the 
morning so you have to go 


through the entire day's trans¬ 
actions to find it. A big problem 
is reversing numbers. It’s im¬ 
portant to verify on the adding 
machine what the computer 
says. Some mistakes aren't 
bad. others well..." she said 
with a smile. Luckily, Collop 
admits most of her mistakes 
have been in days past. 

Although she has never ex¬ 
perienced a robbery or con 
artist of any sort, she said 
being located two doors from 
the Wayne Police Station may 
have something to do with that. 
Tellers are drilled four times a 
year on the possibility of such 


occurrences. 

Bullet proof glass is not part 
of the decor at the Wayne 
branchonSims. “I can’tsay I'm 
ready or comfortable knowing 
something like that could hap¬ 
pen. Who could,” she said. As 
she climbs the ladder of banking 
success. Collop admits knowing 
customer's financial situation is 
at time, surprising. 

“People who were old class¬ 
mates bank here. They have 
way more money than I ever 
expected. In fact. I’ve also 
noticed that many wealthy peo¬ 
ple live in Wayne.” she noted. 


Stop to smell the roses - the dried ones 


If you haven’t stopped to 
smell the roses lately, you may 
be in for a surprise, according 
to Jimmy Reeves, design 
cooridnator for Ethan Allen’s 
plant and flower program. 

Chances are. Reeves said, 
that the rose you stop to smell 
may well be artificial, so real in 
looks that “only the nose knows 
for sure.” 

In the last decade, sales of 
artificial plants and flowers 
have more than tripled, win¬ 
ning acceptance of homemak¬ 
ers and overcoming the nega¬ 
tive image of a plastic gera¬ 
nium stuck in a white pot, 
Reeves said. A wide variety of 
single flowers, plants, arrange¬ 
ments, trees and hanging 
plants are entering the market 
from the Far East, Italy and 
Hawaii. 

"The breakthrough for artifi¬ 
cial plants came in the evolu¬ 
tion of quality materials - silk 
for flowers, polyester for 
plants and trees and also in the 
technological developments 
resulting in better design and 
colors,” Reeves said. “The key 
word is quality. The new flow- 


ers and plants are beautifully 
designed and come in almost 
all species, colors and shapes 
to provide exciting decorating 
opportunities for all rooms in 
the house and for outdoor plant¬ 
ings as well.” 

According to Reeves, the 
plants that work particularly 
well in artificial interpreta¬ 
tions are the fiscus, English 
ivy, maple leaf ivy and phi¬ 
lodendrons. Favorites in flow¬ 
ers are the cyclamen, cabbage 
roses, iris, clematis and 
orchids. 

Reeves, who travels through¬ 
out the world buying artificial 
plants and flowers for the 360 
Ethan Allen Galleries, believes 
that artificial flowers should be 
considered as accessories for 
the home and not as an imita¬ 
tion for real flowers or a substi¬ 
tute for them. 

“Any home benefits inside 
and out by combining the best 
of real and artificial plants and 
flowers,” Reeves said. Ac¬ 
cording to the floral designer, 
there are some tips that home 
decorators can use to make the 
artificial plants and flowers 


work best for them. They are: 

• Buy first with color in mind, 
using the flowers to pick up the 
accent color in the room. 

• Do not mix fresh and artifi¬ 
cial flowers. If you put water in 
the vase, the stems of the artifi¬ 
cial flowers would be ruined 
and the rust would harm the 
real flowers. 

• Change the flower arrange¬ 
ments or plants in your rooms 
form time to time to keep the 
element of freshness and sur¬ 
prise. 

• Clean the flowers and 
plants with a cool hair dryer or 
a vacuum. For silk flowers that 
go limp, hold the flowers in 


your hand, giving some form to 
the petals with your fingers and 
then lightly spray a good quali¬ 
ty of hair spray to adequately 
saturate the petals and follow 
this with a hair dryer - from a 
distance.

Byrd's kitchen in Romulus are 
lined with canning jars and 
freezer bags stuffed with fruits 
and vegetables from the 
bountiful harvest of crops this 
year. 

Cleaning, canning, cutting, 
blanching and boiling, whatev¬ 
er it takes to get the annual job 
of putting food up is what Byrd 
has on her mind this time of 
year. 

Born and raised the youngest 
of four girls in the heart of Pitt¬ 
sburgh. she admits she never 
really cooked until after her 
marriage just before World 
War II. 

“My job was to wash and cut 
vegetables and do the dishes. 
My older sisters did the cook¬ 
ing. 1 got stuck with the dirty 
work, the jobs nobody wanted. 
But it was okay. We had fun." 
said the mother of one son and 


church. Faith Apostolic Tem¬ 
ple in Inkster. 

Seven years ago. Byrd and 
her husband organized and 
opened the Soup Kettle Kitchen 
for Region 3 in Romulus. “I 
saw so many unemployed peo¬ 
ple walking down the street. 
We were asked at a neighbor¬ 
hood meeting for ideas to help 
the community. I thought we 
should have a soup kitchen. We 
never pursued it, but they 
came back and gave us the go 
ahead. They had a complete 
kitchen. My husband had the 
experience." Byrd recalled. 

The kitchen is located in the 
Burton Building on Beverly 
Road, east of Wayne Road in 
Romulus and is open from noon 
to 2 p.m. Monday. Wednesday 
and Friday, every month ex¬ 
cept June. July and August. 
The kitchen opens again Sept. 
8 . 

The center survives federal 


funding and support from the 
Wayne Metro Community Ser¬ 
vices and private donations. 
Five volunteer cooks are 
assisted by several helpers. 
Zeffie Beanum works most 
closely with Byrd and is the 
cook supervisor. 

“People are provided at least 
one good wholesome meal a 
day. They can eat as much as 
they want. We serve up to 100 
meals a day. Most people walk 
in. My philosophy is to orga¬ 
nize. Everything I do. I plan it 
out. 1-2-3," she said. 

And like the squirrel who 
plans for the harsh winter. 
Byrd stocks her freezer and 
shelves with harvest goodies, 
not for herself, but for visitors 
to the Soup Kettle. So they too. 
can share the bounty of deli¬ 
cious fruits and vegetables.

Western Campus - Wayne County Community College 
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Historic church replica prepared for museum 



A Belleville church, which 
was dedicated in 1869, is one of 
11 historic area buildings being 
recreated by the Belleville 
Area Musuem Commission. 

A scaled-down replica of the 
Denton Methodist Church is 
being constructed in the 
musuem, located in the former 
Quirk School in Van Buren 
Township. 

According to local histo¬ 
rians, the property for the 
church was purchased on Feb. 
6, 1869, by the First Methodist 
Church of Denton from Samuel 
and Maria Denton for $100. De¬ 
nton was a small community 
just off Michigan Avenue 
which was also known as De¬ 
nton Mills or Dentonville. The 
church was dedicated in De¬ 
cember of the same year. Cost 
of the 250-seat building was 
approximately $3,000. 

A cemetery was laid out be¬ 
hind the church on property 
owned by the Dentons. The first 
burial in the cemetery was said 
to be that of the Diana Smith, 
daughter of Ishmael and Hon¬ 
our Smith, who died in 1870. 
Early records reveal that the 
first wedding conducted in the 
church united David Lynn and 
Laura Gorham in 1875.

The church, which is now the 
Marantha Baptist Church, was 
designed in the classic or Gre¬ 
co-Roman phase of church 
building which featured 
pedimented window and door 
frames and an oculus window. 

Jeff Winsel, an Eastern 
Michigan University student, 
aided the BAM in selecting the 
appropriate building for the 
museum. According to Winsel, 
the buildings selected were 
“folk or vernacular” 
architecture rather that high 
style architectur. The primary 
function of the buildings was 
functional, he said, but “some 
show stylistic influences.” 

Winstel noted that four of the 
buildings selected were influ¬ 
enced by the Greek Revival 
style - Forbes’ House, Bebe’s 
General Store, West Sumpter 
School and the blacksmith 
shop. All of these buildings, he 
said, have a gable front road 
orientation, low pitched roof 


Wile Depot, according to Win- 
and a balanced front bay 
arrangement. 

The dressmaker’s shop, 
which was loosely based on 
Scott Colby’s farmhouse, 
shows strong Gothic Revival 
influence, according to Win¬ 
stel. It features include a cross 
gable, decorative vergeboard 
on the eaves and a one-story 
porch with quatrefoil orna¬ 
mentation. 

Pullman’s Shop, the Arling¬ 
ton Hotel and the old Township 
Hall exhibit an Italianate style, 
Winstel said. Elements of the 
style found in the hotel and 
shop include overhanging 
eaves with cornices and brack¬ 
eted window crowns. The Ita¬ 
lianate elements in the 
Township Hall include arched 
second floor windows and a 
raised stone foundation, he 
said.

>tel. The main element of this 
style was the decorative spin- 
ire work in the gable, he said. 

“The architectural styles 
that influenced the buildings 
represented in the BAM reflect 
regional as well as national 
architectural trends. The 
Greek Revival and Gothic Re¬ 
vival styles wer most popular 
int he northeastern states,” 


according to Winstel. “The Ita¬ 
lianate and Queen Anne influ¬ 
ences, along with the simpli¬ 
fication of line seen in the 
brickwork on the bank, indi¬ 
cate broader, national trends 
in architecture.” 

Winstel believes that the 
buildings represented in the 
musuem represent more than 
country architectural styles 


and types. Architecture tells a 
story about the society that cre¬ 
ates it, he said. “The story may 
be about a proud new democra¬ 
cy or a society seeking a form 
of escape fromthe social prob- 
ems of rapid industrialization, 
t is important to remember 
-hat part of the Belleville area 
story is told by the buildings 
rom the past,” Winstel said. 


Literacy council pleads for 
help from local churches

Reading can be “fun- 
’’damental, according to one 
national campaign, but only for 
those who know how to read, 
according to Carolyn Burns, a 
member of the Michigan Adult 
Literacy Initiative task force. 

Burns, of Canton, said local 
churches are joining in a cam¬ 
paign to stamp out - or at least 
curb - illiteracy in the area. As 
a member of the Lutheran 
Church Women organization. 
Burns discovered an aware¬ 
ness, recognized a need and be¬ 
came involved with adults and 
illiteracy in 1974. 

She later became the prog¬ 
ram coordinator for the Com¬ 
munity Literacy Council, affili¬ 
ated with the Plymouth-Canton 
Community Education 
program. 

“No one wants to admit they 
can’t read. Most of us take our 
ability to read for granted. Yet, 
thousands of people struggle 
with the simplist of words.” 
said Burns. 

Burns and many other local 
residents have taken to the 

streets with their message, 
proclaiming September as “Li¬ 
teracy Action Month." 

Adult and community educa¬ 
tors, library personnel, reli¬ 


gious, business, labor and pub¬ 
lic officials have joined in the 
effort for three years. Their 
hope is to continue to focus 
attention on the problem, 
according to Burns. 

“It’s important that our mes¬ 
sage get out to the public. We 
encourage friends of people 
who can’t read to help them. 
We can’t put up posters, be¬ 
cause they can’t read them.” 
Burns explained. “There’s no 
one reason why people can’t 
read. And often it’s not their 
fault. No one is really to 
blame.” 

Burns said there are several 
reasons why people fail to read. 

“Sometimes the family 

moved frequently when people 
were children. Maybe they 
dropped out of school to help 
support the family. There 
could be learning disabilities 
that went unrecognized years 
ago,” she said. 

Local illiteracy statistics are 
surprising, Burns noted. 

“In Canton alone, from the 
1980 Census, we see that 6 per¬ 
cent of all residents have less 
than an eighth-grade educa¬ 
tion. That's 2,900 people. Ten 
percent didn’t finish high 
school. Eight percent are fore¬ 
ign-born, and English is their 


second language,’-’ Burns said. 
“The number of people eligible 
as illiterate is 21 percent. 
That’s alarming!” 

In the month-long program, 
Sunday. Aug. 30 is “Literacy 
Sunday” and will kick off the 
campaign. 

• Sept. 6 will mark a concen¬ 
tration of efforts on literacy in 
the workplace, particularly in 
the training and retraining of 
employees. 

• Sept. 1 begins “Give the 
Gift of Reading Week.” when 
an effort to recognize and re¬ 
cruit volunteers for the prog¬ 
rams is initiated. 

• On Sept. 13, the focus is on 
students. 

. : 

• On Sept. 20, participating 
students have been invited to 
visit the governor in Lansing. 

• And Sept. 27 begins “Ask 
Your Library Week,” where 
libraries will facilitate the de¬ 
velopment of literacy informa¬ 
tion sites and service to adults.

Rock on 

Canton woman finds hobby in mineral collection

For Joyce Hanschu of Canton 
Township, the hobby of miner¬ 
al and gem collecting started 
on an Upper Peninsula beach 
nearly 25 years ago. 

She and her husband. Norm, 
were strolling on the beach, en¬ 
joying their vacation when 
they noticed a man collecting 
stones known as agates. 

“You can make very beauti¬ 
ful jewelry out of them,” Hans¬ 
chu said. “If you find the valu¬ 
able ones. They’re found all 
over the world actually.” 

After observing the man on 
the beach along with a few 
other mineral and gem pros¬ 
pectors, Hanschu and her hus¬ 
band were invited by one of 
them to attend a meeting of the 
Midwest Mineralogical and 
Lapidary Society of Dearborn. 

A quarter of a century later 
Hanschu has a basement full of 
collectible minerals. 

About four to six times a 
year, she scoops up her collec¬ 
tion to exhibit it at gem and 
mineral shows. 

Norm Hanschu takes miner¬ 
al collecting one step farther 
than displaying her treasures 
in a case, Hanschu said. “He 
now has a faceting machine,” 
she said. 

That’s a piece of machinery 
used to cut gems into shapes, 
the collector explained. Since 
her husband has just started 
the hobby, he practices on 
cheap materials like glass and 
quartz. 

As for Hanschu, she is in¬ 
volved in tree making - the art 
of taking wire and gems and 
forming them into tree shapes. 

“It’s therapy for me,” she 
said, “mental therapy,” she 
added with a laugh. 

The collecting though is “just 
a hobby.” 

“You can’t wear a lot of 


jewelry with blue jeans,” the 
mother of two adult sons said 
with a chuckle. 

That does not mean that 
Hanschu cannot be found 
pressing her face against the 
glass of a jeweler’s showcase 
from time to time. 

She “definitely” looks, she 
admitted, especially if there 
are rings on display. But “it’s 
much more meaningful to find 
(a gem) yourself” than to buy 
one in a store, she-said. 

Finding gems and minerals 
means getting down in the dirt, 
deep down, Hanschu said. In 
the metro Detroit area the best 
places to look are downriver 


near Monroe and in Canada 
near the city of Windsor. 

Canton Township does not 
seem to be a good spot for min¬ 
ing stones, she said. That may 
be because there have not been 
any deep excavations in the 
area. It usually takes deep dig¬ 
ging up of the earth to uncover 
the hiding places of gems and 
minerals, she said. 

Although her interest in the 
topic is keen, Hanschu, who 
does not work outside of her 
northeast Canton home, has 
never considered the possibil¬ 
ity of becoming a geologist. 

Primarily the thought of tak¬ 
ing college chemistry courses 


deterred her, she admitted. 

“I’m having too much fun to 
work that hard,” sh e chu ckled. 

Her collection is not what you 
would call valuable, Hanschu 
said, although it would be to 
another collector. And con¬ 
trary to what people might 
think, she owns very few pre¬ 
cious gems. 

Although she likes to sport 
about four rings on her fingers, 
j only one of them is a diamond - 
her wedding ring. 

“I’d feel very uncomfortable 
wearing something that expen¬ 
sive,” she said. Besides, she 
often dresses casually so 
“other than the rings...I don’t 
wear a lot of jewelry.”

Like the Marines, New Bos¬ 
ton Huron High head football 
coach Tom Lebeau has a few 
tough gridders. 

But, in a conference that 
appears to be loaded this year 
with experience, Lebeau's few 
may not be enough.

Tack¬ 
ett, a senior running back, has 
the potential to develop into an 
outstanding ballcarri' r if fate 
doesn't intervene in the form of 


an injury; Ziegler, a proven ta¬ 
lent. returns to the gruelling 
task of fullback, while Tavti¬ 
gian and Emery are guards. 
Waters is a veteran tackle. 

Because of the lack of num¬ 
bers. Lebeau and his staff have 
been forced to utilize most of 
their personnel both ways. And 
that usually takes its toll in 
touchdowns. 

Huron also boasts in its 
lineup notable letterwinners 
who saw limited action a year 
ago, but must become those 
"surprises" that Lebeau refers 
to. In that list include Sam Hall 
and Mark Laurain, both ends, 
and Scott Staten, a guard. Dave 
Greggo, who returns at split 
end, and Mike Valentine, at 
quarterback, should be im¬ 
proved in their senior year. 

But Lebeau is the first to 
admit finding a replacement 
for hustling and durable John 
Umin. last year’s QB, is a ma¬ 
jor job. 

Valentine and Paul Hill are 
being tutored for the position, 
and only time will tell who will 
get the starting assignment. 

Lebeau moreover believes 
that the Chiefs' forte this sea¬ 
son will be offense and he backs 
his conclusion on the basis that 
the entire line and two running 
backs are back in the fold. 

Of those six losses that the 
Chiefs digested last year, only 
two were games that Huron
